Anengnesring plan of enormous pro 


portions, and one that will enst £27,000,- 
0 fo complete, is the metropolitan water 


supply system which the Massathusetts 
Logi-lature authorized at the List session. 
It proposes to furnish an adequate supply 
of water for Boston, Chelsea, Everett, 
Malden, Medford, Newton and >* mpeeviling 
ant to the six simall towns lying nearest 
to Boston. The p et tion in this district 
includes abont one-thi ird the entire popu. 
lation of the state, and fit is growing with 
disproportionate rapidity. Manifestly, 
then. the problem of furnishing the district 
tasimple or inex- 


with good water is n 
pensive ene to solve. The nearest source 
where a sufficient quantity of pure water 
ean be found isthe sonth branch of the 
Nashua iver, and this will yield 472,10, - 
(MW onllons daily, a supply adequate for 
the wants o° the district for sorre time ta 
come, By tha terms of the measure which 
the Legislature has paseed, the cities of 
Woburn and (Quincy, with a cluster « 
towns aronnd them, are to be allowed to 
enter the district, if they shall decide to do 
so, and it is believed that the water system 
which has heen planned will be alle to 
supply thor wants, in addition tothe cities 
and towns ineludedin the original dis- 
trict. A metropolitan wnrter board has 
been created by the Legislature to have 
charge of this great public enterprise and 
is empowered to issue bonds tothe amount 
of the estimated cost of the works, payalle 
in gold after a term of four years, A sink- 
ing fund. which isto be increased by retru- 
lar investments from the water rentals, is 
provided for on a plan that will ecnure the 
payments of the bonds at matnrity. Alto- 
gether the enterprise is one thatexeltes tn- 
terest by its magnitude and the methods 
by which Its object is to be seenred,
